However, there was only one late 
en try in either of the two crowded 
fields shortly before the deadline. 
J. E. Curry, form er president of 
the E ast Liverpool Board of Edu­ 
cation. filed for the unexoired lerm 
of court clerk on the Republican 
ticket. All other aspiran ts for the 
two seats had announced or filed 
previously. 
The Election Board listed a to­ 
tal of 308 can didates for state, dis­ 
trict and county offices. There are 
26 seeking county office includ­ 
ing 14 D em ocrat*- and 
Repub­ 
licans. 
Twelve are running for district 
offices — 6 from each m ajor par­ 
ty. They include can didates 
f o r 
state cen tral com m itteem en a n d 
comm itteewom en. 
In addition there are 152 Demo- 
cratic can didates and 118 Repub­ 
lican can didates for posts on their 
parties’ county cen tral com m ittees. 
The officials are known as pre­ 
cinct com m itteem en as o n e is 
elected from each precinct.

There are also some skin con­ 
ditions which may lead eventually 
to cancer and therefore should be 
watched so that they can be at­ 
tacked at the first sign of cancer­ 
ous change. 


As most readers know, cancer 
can attack many parts of the 
body, can produce differing symp­ 
toms and is sometimes hard to 
identify 
in 
the 
early 
stages, 
though every effort should be made 
to do so. 
One diagnostic difficulty is that 
there is as yet no single test which 
can be made on the human body 
which will show definitely that can­ 
cer is or is not present. Such a 
test is being worked on.

warning signs which have n e en 
published by the American Cancer 
Society and reproduced here and 
elsewhere should be observed and 
periodic checkups made. 
At the same time we should all 
avoid 
unreasonable 
fear,

this does no good whatever and 
sometimes makes a sensible per­ 
son completely miserable. 
There is one part of the body 
in which there is little excuse 
for delay in diagnosis: the skin. 
Here any suspicious sign can be 
easily seen, felt and examined by 
removing a piece for microscopic 
examination.

Mathew McKeon s Pride 


It is not too clear what it means to be 
chosen “Marine of the Month” by All Weather 
Fighter Squadron 114 at Cherry Point, N. C. 
But it’s a sure bet there’s nothing wrong 
about it, and everybody who remembers 
Matthew C. McKeon is glad he was the 
squadron’s choice for January. 
On April 8, 1956. he marched his lacka­ 
daisical and undisciplined platoon into Ribbon 
Creek at Parris Island, the Marine base in 
South Carolina. His purpose was to drill dis­ 
cipline into what bad been a trying group of 
recruts. That was his job. He was a drill 
sergeant. 
Six recruits drowned as the result, of panic. 
At McKeon’s court-martial in August, two 
things were pinned down: 
1. He was using a routine training method. 
2. He had ordered the recruits to follow 
him; they drowned when they did not follow 
him. 
Justice was tempered with judgment in 
McKeon’s case, and he was permitted to 
stay in the Marines. Public indignation, which 
had flared a t the outset of his notoriety, 
subsided. There was unspoken agreement that 
McKeon had been victimized by a situation 
that ha6 become a national problem—the lack 
of purpose and the absence of spirit among 
masses of young persons in the United States. 
Something had to be done to punish him 
because lives had been lost. But it was not his 
fault that his pride in being a Marine had 
driven him to take measures which were 
condoned in situations such as the one he 
was trying to handle. 
Many Americans are pleased that he is 
still in the Marines and one of the best. He 
always was. That was his trouble when he 
ordered his platoon to follow him into Ribbon 
Creek on April 8, 1956.

Robeson C o u n t y Indians smote 
down the Klux ers. 
The rumble is continuing. The 
local politicos 
have 
caught the 
spirit of the thing and are com­ 
ing out for the Indians. 
Statisticallp, this is the situa­ 
tion in Robeson County — 40,000 
whites, 30.000 Indians and 25,000 
Negroes. The Indians are mem­ 
bers of the Lumbee tribe, whose 
ancestors were well dug in as long 
ago as the 6th century and h$ ve 
hung on midst storm 
and strife 
ever since. 
Most of us. though living on a 
continent where we originally were 
trespassers, have had no direct con­ 
tact with the so-called aborigines, 
which is an honorable designation, 
meaning the "earliest known in­ 
habitants.” This is a tribute to the 
success of the early trespassers in 
getting rid of the original inhabit­ 
ants. 
The Lumbees have been an ex ­ 
ception; 
t h e y have 
not been 
easily got rid of in the past, and 
they seem to have retained their 
tenacity right up to the present. 
What marks their collision with 
the Klux ers as something out of 
the ordinary is the fact they are 
en loving favor in public opinion, 
which is something that hasn’t ha 
prned since the era of Jim Thorpe 
and the Carlisle Indians. 
I am perhaps typical of millions 
o f Americans whose acquaintance­ 
ship with Indians has been almost 
nil. Our neighborhood gang usecl 
to make me be an Indian in cow- 
boy-and-Indian warfare, because I 
was a downtrodden type by natur i. 
But apart from feeling a kinship 
on that basis, Indians in this coun­ 
try are strangers to me. 
One summer I worked with a 
rem arkable laborer who was mix ed 
Indian and Negro and picked up a 
wealth 
of 
practical 
information 
from him about how to be happy 
though sweating. 
For a few wonderful years as a 
college student, I 
admired 
the 
dignity and beauty of the wife of 
an assistant coach who was a full- 
blooded Indian. 
On a vacation jaunt into Wis­ 
consin one year I saw some Indian 
settlements in the Menominee Res­ 
ervation and saw Indians cultivat­ 
ing “wild rice.” 


On another 
vacation jaunt 
in 
Canada, I became acquainted with 
my Indian guide and watched in 
amazement 
one 
night 
when 
a 
husky Indian picked up my wife in 
a square-dance set 
and 
whirled 
her through the air like a sack of 
husks. 
And that has 
Deen the limit of 
my actual knowladge of the people 
who f o r m e r l y had proprietary 
rights in North America. It is no 
sparser than the knowledge of mil­ 
lions of Americans like me. 
But the Lumbees have stirred 
my interest. They apparently have 
retained a proprietary’ sense and 
principle that places them in na­ 
tural opposition to the kind of peo­ 
ple who put on funny costumes and 
figure on scaring their intended 
victims into submission. 
For 
once 
in 
a 
good 
many 
lifetimes, the idea has taken hold 
that the Indians should be allowed 
to 
win 
a 
skirmish 
with 
the 
whites. Actually, they won a lot of 
skirmishes while they were still 
on 
the 
warpath, 
although 
they 
were destined to lose the war. 
But now, for a change, it is per­ 
missible to cheer for them. 
Sc, remembering how my play­ 
m ates used to make 
me 
bite 
the dust in the cowboy and Indian 
wars and being still bitter about 
the way they never gave me the 
benefit of the doubt even when I 
out-skulked ’em, here’s a cheer 
for the Lumbees . . .

The 
facts were stated by Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur in February 1956. when he 
issued a statem ent reolying to sim­ 
ilar charges in the “Truman Mem­ 
oirs ” The general said: 
“ This belated claim of insuror- 
dination is m ada by him not as a 
public official but as a private citi­ 
zen. In making it he conveniently 
ignores the fact that the members 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, my 
military superiors in the conduct 
of the Korean war. 
specifically, 
categoricaly and unnmously de­ 
nied under oath before the joint 
senatorial committee investigating 
the reasons for my relief that I 
had ever been guilty of insubor- 
dinsikm and the joint-committee 
memoers themselves in the report 
made at the conclusion of the near­ 
ing were in complete agreement 
upon th’s point.” 
Mr. Truman, in his television 
speech :ast Sunday, also said that 
Gen. 
MacArthur 
had

S. 


THE MESSAGE, as Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur said in his statement a year 
ago, was a “ routine” communica­ 
tion to a veterans’ organization 
and a“ normlly would have attract­ 
ed little attention other than from 
those who might have secretly 
harbored the ultimate intent to s I * 
render Formosa to Red Chinese 
control.” 
Mr. Truman 
himself evidently 
didn’t take this episode too seri­ 
ously at the time because a month 
later, when the spectacular land­ 
ing at Inchon resulted in world­ 
wide acclaim for Gen. MacArthur, 
the former President himself not 
only joined in the praise then but, 
after a meeting with the general in 
mid-October of the same year at 
Wake Island, gave out statements 
laudatory of Gen. MacArthur. 
What really caused Gen. Mac- 
A rthur’s removal was something 
else — he was politically in dis­ 
favor with Harry Truman. When, 
for instance, inquiry was sent to 
tiie genera1 by 
minority leader 
6 i the House of Representatives, 
asking for information on certain 
Fa" Eastern problems, 
and the 
general replied — never thinking 
the letter would be made public— 
the former President did not like 
the po’itical furor made by 
the 
publication of the 
letter. 
Mr. Truman had a right to dis- 
m;ss Gen. MacArthur for political 
reasons or personal reasons if he 
wished to do so — but it ill be­ 
comes him to tell millions of Amer­ 
icans today that a heroic general, 
who was himself once chief of staff 
of the Army and knew military law 
as well as anyone, actually “ dis- 
obtyed orders” and was “insubor­ 
dinate.”

Oil Industry's Problems

NEW YORK (4*) — The oil in­ 
dustry s problems multiply lodav 
at home and abroad. Here trere 
are scattered gasoline price wars 
and threats to the price structure 
of crude oil because of 1 a r g e 
stocks despite sharp cutbacks in 
output. 
Overseas 
the 
trouble 
ranges 
from 
nationalization 
trends 
in 
some areas to a threat to the ;ong 
established 50-30 split cl the pro­ 
fits. With any change Americans 
likely would be on the short end. 
Here are some of the develop­ 
ments American oilmen are watch­ 
ing: 
The Indonesian government has 
withdrawn concessions to ex ploit 
oil fie.ds in two areas once grant­ 
ed to the Royal Dutch she'd sub­ 
sidiary B. P. M. whose investors 
include 
American, 
British 
and 
French interest as weU as Dutch. 
Americans also hold other interest 
in Indoresia. 
In Venezuela Americans closely 
watch as a new regime takes over 
from the former military dictator­ 
ship of Perez Jimenez. American 
oilmen operate some 65 per cent 
of the Venezuelan industry. 
In Iran and Italian government 
oil company has a 75-25 arrange­ 
ment with Teheran for splitting 
oil profits. 
In Saudi Arabia, where Airieri- 
cans operate on a 30-50 basis, l 
private Japanese 
company 
has 
negotiated a 56 - 44 agreement. 
And finally, Egypt ar.d Svria’s 
union v’ith a bid for all Arabs to 
join lends a long range threct to 
the 50 5C split obtaining in 
m ost 
Mid East oil fields. 
Officials of Jersey Standard Oil, 
America’s and the world’s ia'gest 
oil concern, defines the 50-50 prin­ 
ciple as simply meaning fcha* the 
foreign government’s “i n c o m e 
from royalties and tax es must be 
equal to the company’s profits 
after such payments; hence 
the 
country will benefit equally 
with 
the oil company within that coun­ 
try.” 
But governments 
have 
other 
ways of making money on oil, 


notably in new concessions. For 
ex ample, Venezuela recently got 
600 million dollars in cash for let­ 
ting new concessions to highy de­ 
sirable acreage on or near ex ; rting 
oil fields. 
As for the Iranian-ltatian 75-25 
deal, the Jersey men poim out 
that since the Iranian government 
owns half of the company formed 
to ex ploit the concessions it must 
pay half of the costs of developing 
the fields if oil is found and that 
it waived the substantial bonus 
payments it might ha,fe received 
on the highly attractive land This 
takes much of the bloom off the 
75-25 deal. 
Jersey standard men assert that 
“ 50-50 relieves the country of anv 
financial risk and places that risk 
upon the company and any basis 
other than 50-50 could create an 
inbalance 
of 
interest 
w h i c h 
would reduce the attractiveness of 
the venture for one or the other 
of the parties.”

There's a popular say ing that

The truth in the say ing nowhere 
epplies better than in a compari­ 
son of the United States and Rus­ 
sia. Both are g iant countries and 
both busily collect statistics. By 
judicious choice of coverag e, eith­ 
er can be made to look like a poor 
relation. 
But despite the hazards of lim­ 
ited comparison, a statistical form 
sheet on the principal contenders 
in the East-West battle turns up 
some interesting facts, sig nificant 
end otherwise. 


TN AMERICA for ex ample the 
divorce rate is over three times 
that in the Soviet Union. But odd­ 
ly — and a divorce court« judg e 
mig ht wonder about this — the 
per capita consumption of hard li­ 
q uor in the Soviet Union apparent­ 
ly is more than 25 per cent hig her 
tiian in the U.S. 
It also turns out that in the 
United States the death rate is 25 
per cent hig her than in the Soviet 
Union. But this is an ex ample 
of how careful one must be in 
judg ing situations 
by statistics 
alone. For it’s clear that one of 
the important reasons for the low j 
Soviet death rate is the fact that! 
so many older Soviet citizens were 
killed off during World War II. 
There are fewer left to die now. 


ANOTHER POSSIBLE f a c t or 
however, and this will surprise ma- j 
ny Westerners, is that the U.S.-j 
S R. has more than 40 per centi 
more phy sicians than the United!

COMPARING individual ind u s- 
tries, such as steel, coal, petrol­ 
eum, cement and the like, y ou 
find the same thing holding true— 
that the Soviet Union has been in­ 
creasing production much

rapidly than the U.S. 
This is the dy namics of the situ­ 
ation. But the fig ures on absolute 
production tell another story . They 
show the United States has a 
much larg er production of all im­ 
portant basic industrial materials 
ing statistic for Sputmk-conscious 
Americans.
